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MAYOR’S INAUGURAL ADDRESS 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


It is with much pride that I assume the duties and 
obligations of the position to which I have been elected. 
I feel that this is the proper time and place for me to ex- 
press my grateful acknowledgments to my friends and 
fellow-citizens for the endorsement which allows me to 
direct the government of our city during the next year. 


We have been selected by the votes of our fellow-citi- 
zens to take up the responsibilities of the administering 
of Somersworth’s affairs for the year to come. These 
responsibilities are many and we should approach this 
duty with the firm determination to give thoughtful 
and faithful service in return for the confidence and 
trust reposed in us. Nearly every member of the Board 
has had experience in the managing of city affairs and 
the citizens have a right to expect best results from this 
entering administration. 


_It is our duty to strictly adhere to the policy of con- 
ducting business on business principles—to subordinate, 
absolutely, every partisan interest, and to refuse our 
support to measures which do not originate with the 
common welfare in mind. Our actions should be guided 
by economy, and by economy I mean the careful ex- 
penditure of money, so that whenever any enterprise is 
undertaken or any purchase made it will prove of ad- 
vantage and that the result may become an asset, not 
a liability, to the city. 


The one great essential for the successful manage- 
ment of a city’s affairs is co-operation and confidence 
in the motives and principles of one another. It is im- 
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possible for ong alone to accomplish much. He must 
have the assistance of his fellow workers and the suc- 
cess of this administration will not be attained by me or 
by you, but rather by our united efforts backed by an 
interested and appreciative public, moved by the im- 
pulse to suggest, not criticise; to assist, not to impede. 
It is necessary that each department zealously and criti- 
cally study its own needs and strive to obtain the greatest 
return for its expenditures.

HIGHWAYS AND SIDEWALKS 


This subject is perhaps of more interest to our citi- 
zens than any other connected with our city, as it deals 
with the welfare of all. We should, therefore, be ever 
ready to assist the head of this department in maintain- 
ing our roads and sidewalks so that they will meet the 
personal and commercial needs of our citizens in the 
various sections of our city. 


With this end in view, I would recommend macada- 
mizing one of the cross streets from High street to Main 
street, either Washington or Franklin street, at the pres- 
ent time, and at some future time, when our finances 
allowed, macadamizing Orange and Green streets to 
Indigo Hill road. With these roads open at all times 
it would be an easy matter to convey our fire apparatus 
to any point in the city at short notice, and at the same 
time make travelling facilities more convenient: 
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The road on Main street, leading into Rollinsford, is 
never in good condition. I would suggest that the town 
of Rollinsford and the City of Somersworth jointly ap- 
ply to the State for the construction of a macadam road 
connecting them. This would tend to divert trade from 
Dover and Portsmouth to Somersworth and be of value 
to our merchants. | 


The State Road is in a very poor condition and should 
be rebuilt. As this would require an extremely large a- 
mount of money, I question the advisability of action 
at this time. 


With a few exceptions, our sidewalks are in a very 
good condition. The granolithic sidewalk has proved 
an economic success. This year I would advocate the 
construction of a walk on one side of Page street, and 
another on Green street from Pleasant street to Frank- 
lin street. I would also recommend the continuance of 
concrete walks in such locations as the Committee on 
Roads, Bridges and Drains select. I would suggest to 
them the building of a walk on High street from Pearl 
street to Indigo Hill road. 


WATER WORKS 


The reports from the State Laboratory of Hygiene 
are very satisfactory, due no doubt to the chlorine ma- 
chine recently installed at the pumping station. 


The condition of the machinery at the station is good 
and very little money will have to be expended in that 
direction. 


Owing to the unnecessary waste of water by house- 
hold users, I recommend the continuance of the meter 
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system. The largest item of expense in any water de- 
partment is the cost of fuel consumed. As the water 
wasted costs as much as the water used, the meter sys- 
tem would be a saving system. 


As we should have the growth and development of 
our city in mind at all times, I would advocate the im- 
mediate extension of our water main to the Central Park 
section of our city, using the money that has already 
been appropriated for that purpose, also the extension 
of the sewage system along High street, as far as our 
finances will permit. Both of these projects are necessi- 
ties which will undoubtedly bring returns to the city 
in the near future. 


SCHOOLS 


Regarding the Educational System of our City, we 
need spend little time. The work of our able Superin- 
tendent and the excellent corps of teachers under him 
has been so meritorious that we should consider our- 
selves fortunate that his services are available. The 
high records established and maintained by Somers- 
worth pupils in the various educational institutions to 
which they have gone assures us that the system is ex- 
cellent and the department efficient. 


When we consider the good condition that our school 
buildings are kept in, with the exception of the High 
School, and the results attained by the Superintendent 
and his assistants, we can readily see that the cost of 
education to our City is very reasonable as SN at 
to that of our neighboring cities. 


The addition of a school nurse, domestic arts and manual 
arts departments has added to the expenditures on schools, 
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but the value derived from them to our children has 
proved well worth the expense. 


I believe that money could be saved in the Chand- 
ler School building if a new heating apparatus were in- 
stalled. At present the system now utilized is consum- 
ing around 90 tons of coal a year, while the other buildings 
are getting along on half as much. At the price we are — 
paying for coal now, you can see the need of this change. 


The High School building is a disgrace to the city and 
the State. It is inadequate in every respect, and it is 
nearly time that we gave this our earnest consideration. 
Our future citizens are the products of cur schools, and 
that they may be of the highest type, we should begrudge 
them nothing, so long as our liberality does not deteriorate 
into needless luxury. I would suggest that each of you 
read the late report of our Superintendent of Schools 
and become acquainted with the facts in the case. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


This department is one of the most important in our 
city. I believe we should give it our immediate atten- 
tion with a view toward reorganization. We must ex- 
pend money on this department even though we are 
compelled to curtail on others. If we can see our way 
clear, I believe the time has come when this city should 
consider seriously the question of motorization. We 
must all agree that 1t is the right of our people to ex- 
pect and demand adequate protection from fire. The 
engine houses are in a deplorable condition and I would 
recommend the immediate repairing of them as a be- 
ginning, | 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS 


Somersworth does not boast of many public buildings, 
but the few that we do own or control should*be kept in 
the best possible condition. Our school buildings I have 
already mentioned. The Chandler Building, in which 
we have our Council Rooms and Public Library, has 
been well taken care of. Our City Hall is in good con- 
dition upstairs, in the auditorium, but I believe that the 
basement should be repaired at once. The cost, per- 
haps, would not be excessive and the results achieved 
would be worth the expenditure. I would recommend 
that we adopt the policy now followed by the school 
department—devote our attention to one building each 
year, for extensive repairs, at the same time caring for 
minor repairs in all. 


FOREST GLADE CEMETERY 


The Board of Trustees in charge of this department 
have made improvements that deserve commendation. 
The continued improvement of the cemetery is to be ex- 
pected so long as they continue the methods hereto- 
fore employed. 


The trust fund continues to grow, according to re- 
ports, as people are beginning to realize the benefit of 


‘such a Fund. 


The only need of the cemetery seems to be an ade- 
quate supply of water. In dry weather lack of rain al- 
lows the grass to burn and lose its color and the work 
done is not seen at its best. To better present condi- 
tions | would advocate the extension of our water sys- 
tem into the grounds. : 
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PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The management of this department is without ques- 
tion admirably taken care of. I do not know of any re- 
commendations I could make to better it. 


PLAYGROUNDS 


Playgrounds are beginning to play an important part 
in every community. As usual Noble Pines and Play- 
grounds served last year a most useful purpose as a place 
of rest and recreation. Its location is quite ideal, and 
is said by visitors from other cities to be one of the most 
beautiful in New England. Hundreds of children daily 
through the summer enjoyed -the facilities of the grounds. 
The special provision for the little children is of par- 
ticular value and is apparently much appreciated by 
the mothers, many of whom are quite regular visitors. 


Baseball is the National game we are all interested 
in. The possibilities of a good diamond prevail and no 
doubt the Trustees will give this part of the Pei 
the attention required. 


There were few additions to the equipment, owing 
to money stringency. It is hoped that this year con- 
ditions may be more favorable. Hach year proves more 
evidently the worth of such-a place to the community, 
especially to those in the more thickly-settled part of 
the city. 


It is the hope of the Trustees to add a swimming-pool 
as soon as funds justify so doing, and to make provision 
for winter sports. Our citizens are urged to take more 
personal interest in the matters pertaining to the Play- 
ground. 
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I hope the future will see this one such a success that 
we will see the necessity of another playground in the 
lower section of the city. 


Gentlemen: 


I have reviewed with you this morning as briefly as 
possible our various departments, pointing out to you, 
as far as my knowledge would permit, the present con- 
dition in which we find them and the future possibilities 
which we may derive from them. In most instances, as 
you have seen, the excellent work of my predecessor | 
stands out most prominently. 


Despite the handicap that this City was placed under 
by our local labor trouble, we start a new year witha 
good surplus on hand; this indeed speaks well for the 
past administration. The City is again regaining the 
position it held a few years back. The laborer is ‘again 
at his work and the manufacturer is furnishing work 
for him to do. This is as it should be, for the best in- 
terests of our City and our people. I do not care to en- 
ter into a discussion of the merits of the case; I only de- 
sire to call to your attention the duty that is rightfully 
ours—the duty of keeping both employer and employee 
satisfied. I hope that this city will never again see trouble 
between employer and employee, but should that situa- 
tion ever arise in the future, we will be thankful that 
we are living in a community where our citizens do not 
resort to lawlessness and violence, and we will fearless- 
ly assume the duty imposed upon us to act as media- 
tors or arbitrators, judiciously and impartially to both 
factions. — 


I believe that the good conduct of our citizens dur- 
ing this local trouble was due, in a great part, to the won- 
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derful discipline taught our boys who served in the late 
war. And because I believe this, gentlemen, I believe 
that this city should arrange for the erection of some 
suitable memorial to these boys of ours, which will stand 
in some prominent place in our city and ever express 
the pride that is ours because of our good fortune in hay- 
ing them for our citizens. 


My recommendations have been few and I am sure 
you will agree with me when I say they are reasonable. 
I want it understood, however, that I shall not approve 
any act whereby money is to be spent on unnecessary 
luxury. We must keep in mind at all times the amount 
of money we have to spend, and we must then spend 
it wisely and judiciously upon only such improvements 
as our citizens would consider necessary. To do this, 
we must never allow the matter of taxation to escape 
our notice; we must exert our utmost endeavor to lower 
our taxes, 


In closing, I earnestly urge this body to be ever mind- 
ful of the fact that we are the agents of the people and 
that it is our duty to execute their wishes faithfully, in- 
telligently, and honestly, to the best of our knowledge 
and ability. . : 


I earnestly seek your co-operation this coming year 
in everything which will advance the welfare of the city. 
IT shall endeavor to do my full share of the work and I 
feel sure that each one of you will do the same. Let each 
one of us be conservative and economical in the pass- 
age of all measures insofar as conservatism and economy 
are good for our City’s welfare, so let us watch out during 
the ensuing year and see if we can improve our city and 
still continue to decrease our debt. By so doing, we shall 
well merit the approval of our citizens.

Resolved: That the Committee on Finance be and 
hereby are authorized and empowered to borrow in an- 
ticipation of taxes, to meet current expenses, such amounts, 
and at such times, as may be deemed advisable, at the 
lowest rate of interest obtainable; the sum of all amounts 
so borrowed not to exceed fifty thousand Dollars ($50,000), 
and that the proper officers of the City be authorized to 
give the City notes or note therefor.

Department 


An important step has been taken, which will be of 
great benefit to our city and its people. That is, the ad- 
vancing of our Fire Department to a position in keep- 
ing with the advancement of fire fighting methods. This 
step is truly a popular one, and meets with the hearty 
approval of our interested citizens and tax-payers. | 


On account of this action, we point with pride to a 
nearly completed beautiful Central Fire Station, which 
will contain all important improvements, adequate quar- 
ters for permanent men, an assembly hall for meetings 
and gatherings of firemen, spacious quarters for appara- 
tus and equipment, battery room for fire alarm system, 
and conveniences to keep same in condition, to be of 
service at all times. 


We are anxiously awaiting the arrival of our new fire 
fighter, in the shape of an American-LaFrance triple 
combination hose, chemical, and pump. This is expected 
to arrive the latter part of June, and after passing a test, 
to be put into service July first. It is also expected to be 
one of the most efficient of modern motor fire apparatus, 
and certainly will be a valuable asset to our locality. 
Its pumping capacity is rated at 750 gallons per minute, 
and with its equipment, will be a veritable fire department. 
in itself. Upon the arrival of this piece, a re-organiza- 
tion of the department is expected to take place. 
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Fire Alarm System 


Our fire alarm system is undergoing extensive re- 
pairs and replacements, and when completed will be 
in first class shape, and all that is required of a fire alarm 
signal will be expected of it. 


Recommendations 


We must not make the mistake of “putting all our eggs 
in one basket.’”? We must not depend entirely upon one 
piece of apparatus. The new pumper due here in the 
near future is a wonderful machine, but being a mechani- 
cal contrivance, has that feature which all things me- 
chanical have; namely, to go wrong. Fate often seizes 
such an opportunity for a fire, and it will prove a good 
investment to our city and its people, in fire protection, 
to purchase. sufficient apparatus of the proper type to 
fit the needs of the community. Therefore, with the 
interest of our people and the welfare of our city at heart, 
and for their mutual benefit, I do recommend the pur- 
chasing of a city service chemical and ladder truck. 


I do also recommend that an ordinance be passed by 
the Honorable Mayor and City Council, to govern traf- 
fic, when a fire alarm is sounded, and also the establish- 
ment of new lines for the fire precinct. 


I wish to thank the Committee on Fire Department, 
who have so faithfully assisted me during the past year.

To the Trustees of the Somersworth Public Library: 


Gentlemen:—Herewith is submitted the report of 
the Librarian for the year ending February 29, 1924. 


It can be safely said that no year has brought to the 
Public Library a larger amount of success than that at- 
tained during the one just closed; the past twelve months 
have been most satisfactory, the routine work carried 
on smoothly with the benefit of the patrons always in 
mind. 


During the year 1,107 new books have been accessioned 
and the number of volumes loaned totalled 28,734. = It 
seems that formidable things have sprung up to inter- 
fere with a public library’s patronage and librarians all 
over the country are reporting a decrease in circulation 
.due to various reasons; the ‘‘movies’”’ was one of the 
first of these competitors to appear. Then we read that 
there is a registration of over fifteen million automo- 
biles in this country and it is evident that the car is giv- 
ing many an outing who used to stay at home and read. 
And now we have the radio; this is a recreation that is 
gaining followers daily and absorbing attention of whole 
families for an entire evening. Other recreations might 
be added to the list but the above are the principal fac- 
tors which occupy the time heretofore given to read- 
ing. 


New books have been added regularly twice a month 
and this arrangement continues to be most popular and

Last June, Mrs. Mildred Loring, who was such an 
efficient assistant, moved to Florida; we were fortunate 
in securing the services of Mrs. Stella Winn, who has 
been the assistant since last summer. 


In November we purchased a sixty-tray card cabinet 
to supplement the one in use at that time. Since then 
the cards have been revised, making an up-to-date cata- 
logue of all material in the library. | 


In closing, | would quote the words of William Allen 
White in a statement. recently made in the interest of 
American Education Week. “The Public Library: is 
the most democratic of American institutions. It is free

to every person—color, race, nationality or creed make 
no difference. It is free to every person who wishes to 
read, and who is willing to read. The public library is 
free to every new idea, free to every fresh point of view; 
nothing is barred because it is new or radical or different. 
The public library provides information on all sides of 
every important question—-so far as its funds will allow.” 


It has been difficult to keep the needs of the library 
within the appropriation, as it is on a very -limited al- 
lowance for the great work which it is carrying on and 
it will be a problem how to proceed with the many de- 
mands and inadequate funds for meeting them. It is 
hoped the city finance committee will assume a generous 
attitude toward the library and increase the allowance 
for the ensuing year.

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General Rules 


Firemen, as well as citizens, should familiarize them- 
selves with the following rules for giving alarms of fire: 


1. Never pull a box for a fire seen at a distance. 


2.. Never pull a box while the alarm’ bells are ringing, 
not until a box has completed its four rounds. 
Two boxes cannot operate together, and neither 
will work if two are pulled at the same time. Never 
pull two alarms or two boxes for the same fire. 


3. To ring in an alarm, break the glass in the key-box 
and open the outside door with the key. Pull 
down the brass crank seen inside, till it stops, 
then let go. Then let the box alone. The clock 
will be seen or heard to be running, and the alarm 
will follow in half a minute or so. Close the door, 
but do not try to remove the key, as it is locked 
in a track lock and can only be removed by a re- 
lease key, which is carried by each engineer, who 
will, as soon as convenient, release and return it. 
Remember that the firemen will come directly 
to the box which has been pulled, and be sure that 
someone stays at the box to direct them to the 
fire. 


4, Never pull an alarm for a fire seen at a distance. 
Never touch a box except to give an alarm of 
fire. Give an alarm for no cause other than ac- 
tual fire. Don’t give an alarm for a chimney fire.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

Gentlemen: 


I have the honor of submitting herewith my fourth 
annual report as superintendent of your schools. 


The work of the year has been carried along on about 
the same lines as previous years. Few changes were 
made in the teaching force. Miss Isabelle K. Pease, 
graduate:of Smith College, succeeded Miss Elinor Horne 
as teacher of English in the High school. Miss Marion 
W. Davis of Wells, Maine, a graduate of ‘Framingham 
Normal School, was appointed to teach domestic arts 
in place of Miss Mildred EK. Doherty, while Mr. O. B. 
Isbell of Everett, Mass, was elected to teach manual 
training in place of Mr. Erling Heistad. 


Owing to the failure of the Berwick town meeting 
to make appropriations for manual training and domes- 
tic arts, the union of Somersworth and Berwick for teach- 
ing these two subjects was discontinued. Somersworth 
now employs these teachers full time; consequently, 
domestic and manual arts have been extended down- 
ward to the sixth grade.

Beginning with September, 1923, the number of weeks 
in the school year for the elementary schools was re- 
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duced from 38 to 36 weeks and in the High School 
from 38 to 37 weeks. There was also a change in the 
calendar, making three terms of seven or eight weeks 
each after the Christmas holidays. Under the former 
calendar of two terms the elementary grades were in 
session 173 days in 1921-1922, 174 days in 1922-1923; 
but 171 days in 1923-1924 under the new arrangement. 
This loss of two or three days was more than offset by 
having three short terms instead of two long ones, for 
the pupils and the teachers were not so tired at the end 
of the year as under former conditions. 


School Nurse 


A combination was made with Newmarket and Rollins- 
ford for the employment of a school nurse. Miss Em- 
ma L. Therrien of Nashua was employed, beginning 
work in October and continuing until April, when she 
was obliged to resign on account of health, 


There is urgent need of a school nurse in Somersworth. 
We have several boys and girls who show probabilities 
of developing tuberculosis, according to the report of 
Dr. Kerr of the State Department of Health. The 
protracted period of unemployment will doubtless affect 
the growth and development of some of our children, 
because some families will find difficulty in procuring 
a sufficient amount of nourishing food. 


When business revives I hope that it will be possible 
to have a full-time nurse who will not only attend to 
the health work in the schools, but also look out for the 
recreational activities of our boys and girls. This fea- 
ture of school work is receiving attention in many of our 
more advanced school systems. Moreover, we should 
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have the same nurse for several consecutive years. Con- 
stantly changing the school nurse is unfortunate. A 
good nurse is worth more the second and third years 
than the first year. It requires some time for adjustment. 


Mid-Morning Lunch 


Enough funds were on hand at the beginning of the 
school year to provide milk for all those whose parents 
were not able to pay. This fund has been a great help 
to the children, both in their physical and in their men- 
tal growth. 


Parents have very generally recognized the necessity 
and value of the mid-morning lunch. ~The pupil enjoys 
better health, is stronger and more alert, and conse- 
quently does better school work, especially the latter 
half of the morning. 


Evening School 


On account of the depression in the textile industry 
the Great Falls Manufacturing Company operated only 
a part of their plant for three days a week during the time 
when the evening school was in session. Consequent- 
ly the number of our young men and young women under 
sixteen years of age who were obliged to attend evening 
school was greatly reduced, the aggregate being only 
82, compared with 140 the previous year. The percentage 
of attendance was slightly better, namely, 88.9. The 
hours of the evening school were moved forward to ac- 
commodate the people in the mill who lived at a dis- 
tance from the school. The aggregate attendance amount- 
ed to 3,080. The statistics of the evening school fol- 
low:

The Somersworth evening school has always done very 
excellent work. The esprit de corps, co-opera- 
tion of teachers and pupils, attendance, and results, 


have all been excellent. Owing to industrial con- 
ditions, the numbers have rapidly declined in the 
past two or three years. In the fall of 1924 there were 
not sufficient numbers to warrant opening the evening 
school. It is hoped that this school may soon be in a 
flourishing condition, and that these statements are a pro- 
phecy of future usefulness, and not an obituary.

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The accompanying table giving the age-grade distribution 
of the pupils in grades 1-8 does not include the special room 
or the High school. The figures in bold face give the 
numbers of those who are generally considered of normal 
age for that grade, assuming that they enter at six years 
of age, as is the case in many states. Our course of study 
is modeled for the most part after those school systems 
which admit at six years of age. In order to make our 
statistics of comparative value, we must regard those 
who enter between five and six years of age as under 
age for the grade; those who are in the first grade from 
eight to nine are over age for their grade. Thus, by mak- — 
ing our statistics uniform with those of other schools, 
we find that 170 of our pupils are relatively under-age 
for their grade, that 228 are of normal age, and 145 are 
over age. 3 


The matter of normal age for the grade has a powerful 
effect upon the results of school work. In grade six we 
find 19 undef age and 33 over age. The ten-year-old 
pupil is doing the same work as the fifteen year-old pu- 
pil. On the other hand, it frequently happens that the 
ten-year-old child in the sixth grade has a mental age 
older than the child of fifteen. This, of course, does not 
hold true in all cases. Pupils are graded upon their ability 
to do the work of the succeeding year judging by what 
they do during the present year. 


Very few of the over-age pupils go to High school. 
For the most part they leave school when they are six- 
teen years of age, no matter in what grade they are. There 
were enrolled 50 pupils between the ages of fifteen and 
sixteen years of age, but only one between the ages of 
sixteen and seventeen. Probably not more than five of 
the fifty will enter High school. The great problem is 
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to have the boys and girls advance normally through 
the grades, graduate from the Grammar school at thir- 
teen or fourteen years of age, and then enter the High 
school for a four-year course. 


Inasmuch as our pupils are allowed to enter at five years 
of age and are expected to attain the same standards which 
pupils do who enter at the age of six, necessarily some of 
them must repeat one or possibly two years during the el- 
ementary school course. Frequently the health of the 
pupil demands that she stay out of school several weeks at 
a time. Children are subject to many contagious diseases. 
They do not all develop at the same rate either physically 
or mentally. Frequently the ones,who develop the slow- 
est, in the end do the best. Luther Burbank was consid- 
ered a dull pupil. Thomas Carlyle, Napoleon Bonaparte, 
Henry Ward Beecher, and many others of the world’s lead- 
ers were considered stupid by their teachers and classmates. 
Yet the race is not to the swift in many cases. It would be 
much better for the child to repeat one or possibly two 
years in school in order that its mental growth may be 
normal. It is true that to some extent we have the intel- 
lectually indifferent and the intellectually lazy boys and 
girls. Such need vigorous prodding. Each case should be 
judged upon its own merits, taking into account the factors 
of mental and physical development. 


The Fundamentals in the High School 


Criticism is often made that the pupils in the High 
schools throughout the United States very generally 
are weak in spelling, arithmetic, English grammar, and 
other fundamental subjects. As a matter of fact, there 
is a real basis for this criticism. On the other hand, the 
elementary schools are doing their work honestly and 
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faithfully. The difficulty comes in a very large measure 
from the fact that these boys and girls do not use these 
fundamental subjects to any extent in the High school, 
and consequently this knowledge becomes dormant. 
In order to get to the facts of the matter, standardized 
tests in arithmetic and spelling were given in each High 
school throughout the State of New Hampshire last 
January. As a result of these January tests it was recom- 
mended that reviews in spelling and arithmetic be given 
to the Sophomores in all schools and that they be re- 
tested June 3. With the exception of spelling, only a 
few hours of the pupil’s time in school were required for 
these reviews. The pupil’s difficulties were analyzed 
and their weaknesses for the most part overcome. The 
accompanying table shows the median scores and the 
first and second tests and percentage of improvement. 
The Somersworth High School is well above the average — 
of the State.

It is recommended that the superintendents of the 
State co-operate with the State Board of Education and 
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that reviews in the fundamental subjects, namely, arith- 
metic, place geography, spelling, English grammar, hand- 
writing and silent reading be given according to regu- 
lar schedule in each class of the high schools in the State, 
and that those pupils be excused from the drills in various 
subjects who show proficiency of a recognized standard. 


Promotions 


The present organization of the public schools through- 
out the country is inadequate to meet the needs of both 
the very slow pupils and the very bright pupils; it is 
planned to meet the needs of the average pupil. Hdu- 
cators have not found any practical solution of this prob- 
lem. The chief difficulty in its solution is the attitude 
of the parents of the bright children. These boys and 
girls quickly absorb their lessons and with little effort 
easily Outstrip the others. This is especially true in the 
elementary schools and possibly the first and second years 
of the High school. The result is that they do not ac- 
quire habits of study and application; whereas the slower 
pupil has gained strength year after year by hard work 
and constant application. Later when the two come to 
a difficult task the bright pupil gives up, but the slower 
pupil, accustomed to overcoming obstacles wins. out. 
The parent of the very bright child therefore has a tre- 
mendous responsibility. | Unless the child does acquire 
habits of industry and application, there is little proba- 
bility that he will succeed in High school or in college. 
Many of our most promising boys and girls have become 
dismal failures because they have never learned to apply 
themselves. 
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Standards 
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In order to judge standards with any degree of ac- 
curacy we must have data showing what other schools 
do with the same material, and ranked in the same way. 
Fortunately we have some such data. The state-wide 
examinations in eighth grade spelling and eighth grade 
arithmetic showed that Somersworth schools ranked far 
above the average in the State of New Hampshire. With 
few exceptions the results of standardized tests have 
been well above the standards of other schools. The 
number of failures among the graduates of the Gram- 
mar school who go to the High school is very small when 
compared with results throughout the State, while our 
High school graduates continue to make very satisfac- 
tory records in normal school and college. 


In order to determine more accurately the relative 
standard of our work in English composition your Su- 
perintendent, on the recommendation of Mr. May, deputy 
commissioner of education, sent to Mrs. Jewett, a teacher 
in the Plymouth Normal School, thirty compositions to 
be ranked according to the Hillegas Composition Scale. 
This scale is very generally used throughout the United 
States and enables us to compare the results in our schools 
with hundreds of other schools. Our compositions were 
written at the beginning of the year, whereas those of 
the standard given in the following table represent for 
the most part the work done at the end of the year.

Those essays to which the prizes were awarded were 
later sent to the State W. C. T. U. It is a great pleasure 
to report that the State prize of $10 for the best High 
school essay was awarded to Miss Doris Paradis of the 
Somersworth High School. 


Leadership Prizes. 


Frequently prizes are given for superior ability in scholar- 
ship. On the other hand, certain other qualities should 
receive recognition. Through the liberality of a local 
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organization two such prizes, each consisting of a $5 
gold piece, were offered for competition to the members 
of the graduating class, one for the boys and another for 
the girls. These prizes were to be given to the boy and 
to the girl, who in the judgment of the High school faculty, 
should best represent the ideals of the Somersworth 
High School, in character, conduct, co-operation, school 
activities, and scholarship. The prizes were awarded 
to Ruth Joy and Patrick Murnane. 


Your attention is invited to the reports of the princi- 
pal of the High school and the four special teachers. These 
reports are all worthy of careful study and consideration. 


In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of the 
co-operation of the school board, teachers, and general 
public in the work of the schools during the past year. 
We are working together for the same purpose.  Itis 
only by good teamwork all along the line that real re- 
sults in education, as in other lines of effort, can be se- 
cured.

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REPORT OF HEAD MASTER OF HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In presenting to you this fourth annual report of the 
High school, I desire to dwell rather briefly upon some 
phases not touched upon in previous reports. 


Fortunately the past year has been comparatively 
free from any of those changes which would seriously 
disrupt the continuity of our work. The number of no- 
session days was reduced materially over that of last 
year, and there was but one change in the teaching staff, 
Miss Isabel Pease succeeding Miss Horne as teacher of 
Iinglish. | 


That the citizens of Somersworth are appreciating 
more the necessity of external stimuli in school work is 
evidenced by the marked interest shown this year in 
establishing competitive awards both for scholastic ability 
and leadership. At the beginning of the school year 
two prizes of five dollars each were offered by a group 
of Somersworth women to whom the welfare of the school 
is a matter of deep interest. The awards were to bemade 
for general excellence and leadership. At the graduation 
exercises in June the girls’ prize was awarded to Ruth 
Joy, and the boys’ to Patrick Murnane. 


_ For some years past the Women’s Club of Somersworth 
has been giving membership tickets to. the two Junior 
girls who ranked highest in their class. This year for 
the first time the tickets were presented at the graduation 
exercises. The winners were Helen Wentworth and Harriet 
Russell. | 
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In connection with these purely local awards it might 
be of interest to our citizens to know that one of our stu- 
dents, Doris Paradis, was awarded first prize for the 
excellence of an essay submitted by her in competition 
with students from all cities and towns of the State. In 
the Commercial Department four were awarded medals 
for speed and accuracy in typewriting. 


Another factor that has proven a great incentive to 
work has been the evening classes conducted during 
Education Week. Such a yearly exhibition afiords the 
parents an opportunity to visit the school and watch the 
various classes at work, brings them into closer touch 
with the teachers and brings home to them a fuller con- 
cept of those ideals which are instilled in our pupils and 
which are generally considered worthy of attainment. 


Our extra curricula work has been no less productive 
than that required by the State commissioner in the 
established courses. This year it has taken the form of 
inter-class debates which combine the twin merits of 
class competition and individual leadership. The lat- 
ter is a quality most desirable of attainment and we can 
conceive of no subject of greater intrinsic worth to sway 
the minds of men than the logical presentation of one’s 
own ideas ina coherent and attractive form. Next year we 
plan to devote one or more periods a week to work of this 
nature, 


That the work of all departments is well up to the 
standards, if not exceeding them, is evidenced by the fact 
that our graduates in their post secondary work find them- 
selves well equipped with those solid fundamentals which 
are so necessary for scholastic advancement. Of the 
fourteen graduates in the class of 1924, nine have ma- 
triculated at the University of New Hampshire and one 
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has taken up work in an institution of post secondary 
grade. 


We are still hampered in our work by our antiquated 
school plant with all its resultant evils. Poor lighting 
and poor ventilation are really responsibie for most of 
the retardations and losses which occur in the High school. 
We are confident that with a new and up-to-date build- 
ing both attendance and scholastic standing would reach 
proportions hitherto unknown in this city. 


In conclusion the teachers of the High school wish to 
extend to you their deep appreciation for your kind com- 
mendation and kindlier criticism which, constructively, 
have been of great benefit both to teachers and to the 
school.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING

To the Superintendent of Schools, and the School Committee 
of Somersworth: 


Gentlemen:—The true purpose of teaching art in the 
schools is not to obtain perfect workmanship from the 
students. It is rather to inspire them with a higher and 
better conception of life and a love of the beautiful. By 
learning to appreciate art, they learn to appreciate the 
best that is in literature, in nature and in real life. The 
person of artistic taste is easily recognized, for that taste 
is reflected in his home, his dress, and his personality. 


We have been striving to give the pupils the type of 
instruction which will always be of value to them and 
so in this connection we have used art enamel. This is 
a color medium which broadens the scope of decorative 
art work in a practical direction. — It can be satisfactorily 
applied to material of any character—wood, glass, crockery, 
china, papier-mache, and celluloid. The pupils make 
their own designs and have shown decided originality 
and initiative in this line of work. 


Interesting results have been obtained with “‘reliefs,”’ 
a new paint for decoration. It is most enjoyable to work 
with, due to the great range of effects securable and be- 
cause of its successful application to so many kinds of 
material. We have also used ‘‘tempera colors’ in much 
the same manner. 


In many of the grades we have been emphasizing ‘‘cut- 
work.”’ The pupils did their own designing and later 
pasted them on colored paper. ‘This is a type of work 
which the majority of the pupils delight in and in which 
many do their best work.

It is very desirable that all the satisfactory work done 
by the pupils be carefully preserved for future use. It 
is not only desirable to have this for comparison with 
later work, but the sketches themselves may be used 
in various ways, as in making calendars, book-covers, 
decorations for portfolios, and as motifs for designs. 


In order that each pupil’s work may be preserved 
separately, we have supplied each one with a large en- 
velope in which to keep his work. Also we have 
in valious ways displayed the best work of the students. 
In some rooms a committee is elected to display the work 
and in the Union Street school building one of the vacant 
rooms was used for this purpose. 


We have done work in many other branches too numer- 
ous to mention, but a few of them are compositions from 
foliage, fruit and flowers, still life, designing initial let- 
ters and monograms, designing magazine covers, rug 
designing, mechanical drawing, pencil rendering, and 
perspective drawing. In some classes we have found 
‘it advisable to allow the pupil to choose the medium 
which he desires to work with and in this way have se- 
cured far better results. 

This year we have used a great variety of materials 
and have covered a much wider scope than ever before. 
We hope to continue to increase the variety of work 
and in this way suit the capacities of all our students. 


I desire to take this opportunity to express my thanks 
to all those who have aided me in any way in my work 
this year.

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purchased. On Thursday, May 29th, a splendid play- 
let, “When Betsy Ross Made Old Glory,’ was presented 
by the pupils of the Chandler Building and was largely 
attended by parents and friends.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DOMESTIC 
ARTS | 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the School 
Board: 


Gentlemen :— 


It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual re- 
port of the work done in the Domestic Science Depart- 
ment of the Somersworth schools. 


It has been my aim to teach the children, by actual 
experience, the nutritive value, cost, and preparation 
of wholesome food, suitable for the average home in any 
community. 

In sewing, I have endeavored not only to have the 
girls learn to make their own clothes, but to use some 
judgment in the selection of materials, the expense of 
purchasing ready-made garments, and the care of the 
clothing afterwards. 

In grade six the pupils have learned the different stitches 
and the use of the sewing machine. 

They have made holders, towels, sewing and cooking 
aprons, collar and cuff sets and nightgowns. 

In cooking, these girls made simple dishes preparatory 
to the more advanced work next year. 

The work done in grade seven was about the same. 

The girls in these grades preserved various kinds of 
fruits, canned many of the fall vegetables, made con- 
serve and jelly, and two kinds of condiment. 

When the canning was over, they prepared fundamental 
foods, such as breads, meats, vegetables, and simple 
desserts. 
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Attention was given to economical methods of buying, 
to nutritive value of foods, and proper use of recipes. 


In sewing, the girls made various kinds of underwear. 
In grade seven they made skirts and in grade eight, dresses. 


More time was given to the High school classes—five 
hours a week to household organization and home man- 
agement and five hours a week to cookery, for one-half 
year. 


In household organization the plan was to organize 
a home by choosing a suitable building site and by mak- 
ing plans for building an inexpensive home or for re- 
modeling a house already built, that might be purchased 
for a reasonable sum. 


In home management, the girls learned to actually 
run the home after it was organized. 


In cooking, they did more advanced work than grade 
eight. t 

The second half of the year was devoted to millinery 
and sewing. 7 

In millinery, the girls both made and remodelled hats. 


In sewing they made one piece of underwear, both silk 
and cotton dresses, and learned to remodel a dress. 


The girls in the special grade did any kind of work 
that might enable them to become better home-makers. 


I wish to thank the school board, the superintendent, 
also the teachers and parents for their very helpful co- 
operation during the year.

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REPORT OF INSTRUCTOR OF MANUAL 
TRAINING 


To the Superintendent of Schools, and Members of the School 
— Board: 


Gentlemen :— 


In submitting my first annual report on the work in 
the manual training department of the Somersworth 
* schools, will say that the co-operation of teachers, pupils 
and all concerned has been of a very high order, and 
results have been obtained accordingly. 


The woodworking has been devoted to the making 
and repairing of articles for the homes, in which parents’ 
suggestions have proven quite beneficial to the pupils, 
in that it gives them a feeling of responsibility, that is. 
aboon and inspiration to them. More encouragement 
from the pupils’ parents in this as well as other school 
work will tend to increase the spirit and efficiency of the 
pupils. 

Instruction in mechanical drawing has been given 
two days per week in the High school class, which proves 
a factor in helping the pupils to carry out their work 
on their own initiative to an extent that could other- 
wise not be obtained. 

The work in the fifth and sixth grades has not been 
of any great material accomplishment in the first year, 
but the knowledge gained will be of great importance 
in their following years of school work.
